Street Railway Power. 

The sixth t^ueation asked by Mayur Lee ia, aa we told yuo yeater* 
day, an important one and the only one we have eooaidered, up to thU 
time, in which H.ia Honor can have any real intereat. 

Ilis f(nestion is: The City of Maysville pays approximately $8,- 
000 to li^ht its streets. How much dues the Street ilailway pay and 
which neea the greater amonnt of ^arrentt 

In the firat plaee, thia company doea not aapply the Street Rbilw^y 
with current. 

The Street Railway owns and keepa in rnpnir ita own generatort, 

switchboard and all, of its overhead tranamieaion linee. The generatora 

and switchboard are installed in oar electric plant and thia company for 
tushes the steam power to run the Street Railway'a generators. 

For this power and for tbe rent of tbe floor space ooeapied by ita 
apparatus, the Street Railway pays us ifi^OO a month. 

In addiUoD, the Street Railway oarriM on ita cars, free of obnrgev 
all employees of this company, when they are engaged on tbo oompnay**- 
bnainesa. And this is by no means a small item. 

Now, as far aa actual use of current, regardless of its source, is con- 
cerned, the city is a much larger consumer than the Street Railway. But,, 
while tbe GROSS income derived from the city lighting contract i» 

ler than that received from the 8treet Railway — 
'fhe contra ct wirh the latter corporation i^i one of the roost impor- - 

tant, if not TlIK most important, ot this com}>an y's asHets. 

And tor this reason: Some years ago. the Street Railway amended 
its charter, thus obtaining the right to change its motive power fronk 
horaes to electricity. Its amiMulcil charter also gave it the riylit t.» »<■- 

tjuirH stix'k iu an electric ii^^liun^ »■ > i i ij )« n y . As such a company waa then 

in process of formation, the purport of this clause was pcrfoi tly i lein 

It meant competition of a character moat dangerous to the i&teresta 
of the company aud its stockholders. 

Thia was eliminated by the parcbaae of the Street Railway by R. 
A. Cochran, W. H. Cox and Newton Cooper, who were, at that time,, 
directora of the Gas company. 

Inatead of being a competitor, the Street Railway was thereby made 
a onitomer of the Gaa company npon a basis that has enabled thia com* 
pany to reach its present efficiency in the electrical field. 

For the power furnished the Street Railway, the amount paid is 
fair and eqniuble to both parties and eomparea more than favorably 
with tha.ntta «kaf||ed for the city lighting service. The Street Railway 
baa alwaya paid ita power bills in cash.
